WAR CORRESPONDENTS 
ARE OPTIMISTIC OVER 
SITUATION IN EUROPE 


The Associated Press has issued 
to the afternoon papers for today a 
complete resume of the war situa- 
tion on the western front. Accord- 
ing to that report there is no neces- 
sity for aiarm over the situation, 
hut from indications the allies arc 
in better shape to resist attack than 
they have Leen for a period of many 
months. Here is the report: 


Attacking the Germans suddenly 
on two widelv senarated = sectors. 
French and British troops have im- 
proved their positions greatly and 
captured 1400 prisoners. 

By their enterprise in taking the 
initiative unexpectedly the atiies ap- 
parently caught the Germans nap- 
ping and realized their objectives in 
short time, The British rectified 
their lines east of Hazebrouch. in 
Flanders. South of the Aisne the 
French drove the enemy back. 

” Not only did the allies straighten 
out their lines, but they took from

the Germans sallents which would 
have suited admirably as “‘jumping 
off’ points in future operations. 

In the north the British wiped out | 
the German salient toward the Niep- | 
pve forest nerthwest of Merville, and 
that town now is menaced seriously.

than a mile hy thé French, who took 
1960 prisoners. |

The new federal revenue bill 
must be built to run for many 
‘years, The congressman is fool- 
ish who thinks that any kind of 
bill which ‘‘gets the money’’ will 
do, just because the people are 
ready and eager to aid the gov- 
ernment in battling Germany.

OUR FIGHTING BOYS 


A writer in a recent number of 
Le Temps, after a visit to the 
cantonment where United States 
troops were training, went back 
to Paris and wrote some very 
flattering things about the Ameri- 
eans as a fighting proposition. 

Of course, we knew all about it 
before, but it makes pleasant 
reading. In the first place, he 


{takes occasion to point out Ger- 


many’s error in her estimate of 
American character: 

“The German psychology. 
which has so often been at fault. 
has never at any time been more 
gravely so than with respect to 
the part of America in the war. 
They imagined, in the first place, 
that that country—the ‘richest in 
the world and the most profound- 
ly penetrated with ideas of peace 
—would put up with almost any- 
thing rather than herself run the 
risk of wir and lose the immense 
profits whieh she had undoubtedly 
derived from her neutrality. 

“Tt never occurred to them 
that the practical spirit of the 
Americans could not rise superior 
to the gross materialism of the 
Prussians, but that it was domin- 
ated, and, in fact, directed by that 
moral, and religions idealism 
which had so strongly impressed 
all good observers, such as Berg- 
yon or Boutroux, and of whiel: the 
‘ighest exponent is the farmer of 
the great agricultural region, of 
‘he Middle West—s noble type. 
‘vho today is the most ardent sun- 
norter of a fight to a finish. 

“The English and the French 
ave conceived one for the other 
an esteem, a friendship that is 
daily increasing. Nevertheless, by 

reason of the very marked per- 
nality, which is of ancient date 
of the English, there is often a 
barrier between ns which does not 
axist in the ease of ourselves and 
the Americans. 

“Tt is sometimes difffenlt to ex- 
Main the cause of this condition 
of things, save, perhaps, that it is 
one of the corollaries of the law 
which has ruled the formation of 
the American, who is one of the 
trost composite and vet cosmonnli. 
tan persons in existence, but who 
nevertheless is easily reecoguiz.
